round without o sottloment in Kashmir.” 

The paper suggested that at the very least, the 
Prime Ministers of India and Pakistan cought 
_to meet again, “Much depends on their see- 
ing Kashmir in its setting in'Asia as a whole,” 


the paper said. 

Referring to various critl- 
cisms levelled against the 
present Government of India, 
notably by Mr. D. F. Koraks 
In his recent book, the “Man- 
chester Guardian” said that 
these constituted only half the 
picture. . 


Tt pointed out that the most 
surprising achievement of the 
Indian Government had! been to 
win the support, or at least the 
toleration, of nearly all the diffe- 
rent sections into which the In-+ 
dian nation was divided, all exe 
cept tho Communists. 

The “Manchester Guardian" 
wrote: “The only stable system 
of government fs onc based on 
consent; and the Indlan Govern- 
ment has behaved in such a way 
that all the classes and partics, 
except the Communists, are will« 
Ing to abide by the Constitution 
and to limit themselves to con- 
stitutional ways of effecting a 
change. 

"In that sense ,the Congress 
Government—or rather ‘the. Con» 
gress-dominated Coalition Gov- 
ernment—can claim to have 
achieved national unity and in a 
country which, in the time of .the 
British Raj, was chronically dis- 
united.”
